Dr. Kurt Schumacher, 
West German Socialist 
leader, said here today that 
his -Party would declare the 
Bonn, Agreement as uncon- 
stitutional unless {it was 
ratified by a Parliamentary 
majority. 

Addressing a large crowd at a 
Soclal Democratic Party meeting, 
Dr. Schumacher said that the ap- 
pronch between the Federal Gov- 
ernment and certaln  capltalist 
countries of Europe was not n ro- 
conclilintlon between natlons but 
the conversion of Western Europe 
Into a joint stock company.

Manuel Roxas. 

If the group which asked Mr. 
Arranz to call a session sticks 
together, there Is Ukely to be yet 
a long and bitter wrangle as both 
Nacionalistas and Avelinistas 
have made numerous charges of 
fraudulent counting of votes and 
intimidation by Quirino hench- 
men, which kept opposition voters 
away from the polis, 

Mr. Quirino has denied the 
charges, pointing out that in many 
places where protests were lodged, 
the Provincial opposition parties 
dominated election boards. 

The Quirino wing of the Liberal 
Party clatms the election of all 
eight of its Senate candidates in 
the recent voting. This would give 
it a working majority in the next 
regular session of Congress.—As- 
sociated Press.

In Singapore, for exam- 
ple. there are about — 15,000 
private cars) compared with 
7.620 here; 6300 lorries and 
vans compared with 2.850 in 
Hong Kong; 1,500 taxis com- 


pared with 344 taxis and 289} 


hire cars; 3,650 motor-bicycles 
compared with 933. 
Moreover, traffle in Singa- 
pore is complicated in’ a 
thousand ways by the host of 
ordinary biceyeles, totalling 
some 90,000, and 8,000 
trishaws, which contrive 
some haw or other to escape 
annihilation downtown and 
to make the progress of 
motorised traffic a pilgrimage 
of sound and fury. In Hong 
Kong the trishaws number 
merely 800, and no longer 
carry passengers. On_ the 
other hand the indispensable 
tramcars take the eye of 
even the casual here, where- 
as in Singapore they are 
limited to a relatively con- 
fined area. Some of the 
streets in Kowloon are hardly 
less congested than those in 
the city of Victoria. 
Singapore has talked it- 
self hoarse about its traffic 
problems, and during the 
past two years has experi- 
mented again and again to 
try and simplify them. It is 
now planning'a great exten- 
sion of the one-way traffic
